opinion. 

While the previous ques- 
tionnaire was individually ad- 
dressed to householders list- 
ed in (he local telephone 
directories, this year the 
simple designation "Postal 
Patron" is being employed. 
In this way. the question- 
naire will have a wider and 
more comprehensive distri- 
bution. In addition, the 
various post offices will not 
have the time-consuming job 
of searching . out addresses 
according to street and box 
numbers with the inevitable 
incorrect addresses and 
changes of address which oc- 
cur in any such large-scale 
mailing. 

A questionnaire thought- 
fully answered provides an 
opportunity Tor the individ-. 
uui citizen to communicate 
briefly, but directly, with bis 
or her Representative in the 
Congress. The fact that more 
than 250 Members of the 
Congress engage in some 
such polling of constituents 
indicates an overwhelming 
public approval of this prac- 
tice as a means of obtaining 
citizen opinion. 

It should not be considered 
that the responses to tho 
questionnaire are intended 



to dictate the individual 
votes of myself or other 
Members of Congress. Still, 
the influence on mo of such 
opinions, including the Indi- 
vidual expressions \vhlch ac- 
company these responses, is 
extremely great. Others 
who have the difficult task of 
reaching just and fair deci- 
sions on questions which af- 
fect the affairs and destiny 
of the nation are likewise 
affected..

The Committee for Fair 
Practices has recommended 
passage of legislation to per- 
mit return of goods and ser- 
vices purchased on install- 
ment credit contracts within 
five days after the contract 
is signed. 

John Kearney, chairman of 
the group's steering commit- 
tee, said such legislation 
"could save thousands of 
individuals and families from 
making tragic errors In the 
purchase of goods and ser- 
vices from unscrupulous 
dealers or through misjudg- 
ment of their own economic 
resources." 

The Fair Credit Practices 
Committee also adopted 
three other recommenda- 
tions for future legislation 
in the area of credit laws: 

1. That a creditor should 
be permitted to attach no 
more than 5% of the work- 
er's gross wages in satisfac- 
tion of a debt. 

2. Abolition of deficiency 
judgments against those who 
have purchased goods or ser- 
vices after repossession has 
taken place. 

3. An increase of the per- 
sonal property exemption 
from deficiency judgments to 
$1,500 for a head of house- 
hold and $800 for all others. 

The latter recommenda- 
tion means that the person 
In debt would be permitted 
to retain $800 or $1,500 in 
personal property free from 
any deficiency judgment. 

Legislation calling for abo- 
lition of deficiency judgment 
when repossession of goods 
or services has taken place 
has already been Introduced 
at this session of the Illinois 
General Assembly. 

The other three recommen- 
dations are expected to be 
included In legislation to be 
introduced shortly.

02 of Anllodh. have- been 
making nests for wood ducks/ 
under, the auspices of the 
Northern Illinois Conserva- 
tion Club, and last ^wcek the 
Scouts and members of the 
Club placed the nests in trees 
at the Club's grounds at 
Channel Lake. 

The NICC furnished mate- 
rial and directions to the 
Scouts .for the project. The 
nests arc made from lengths 
of 12" galvanized pipe, and 
have been found the most 
efficient of several tried In 
protecting the eggs and baby 
ducks from predators. 

Wood duck eggs and duck- 
lings arc prey to squirrels, 
raccoons, opposums, bull 
snakes and starlings. The 
ducks usually nest in hollow 
trees. The tendency to re- 
move hollow trees now 
means that the natural nests 
arc getting scarce. 

The stovepipe •nests arc 
recommended by tliec Illinois 
Natural History Survey. The 
young ducks leave the nest 
within 24 hours, so a "lad- 
der" inside the slippery- 
sided nest must be provided 
so they can climb to the 
cvit. Fipc wire is slanted 
down from the cutraucc-holc 
to the bottom. The little 
ducks can climb out on this. 

Fifteen of the nests were 
put out by the Scouts and 
NICC at the club grounds and 
adjoining' Oak Point State 
Park.
